He laid the 
cause of these slides to a veritable wall of noise which rolled across the ocean up 
from the southeast and slammed ..against the ice canyons, destroying their delicate 
balance. The professor described the noise as having two entirely different charac- 
ters and origins. The first, in a high brittle pitch, having a flavor, almost, of 
sheer Bacchanalian joy, seems to have emanatad l from central England, The second, ap- 
parently originating in Belgium, was characterized by a mournful, soul-renting moan 
of almost inhuman dismay and anguish. *

"Greetings! I am with a large grouo of the allies, 
east of the Misipi, the Great Water, in the country of the Musquehogge, with whom the 
allies are at war.

The Apache themselves are friendly with another 
great, league to their north, the Shoshoni, who live in the .mountains and have only 
recently moved out onto the plains to grapple with the Dakota and the Iroque." 
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
